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A  FOUNDER  IN  THE  THICK  OF  THINGS 

I  am  thankful  this  Fall  that  I  am  having  a  part  in  the  greatest  human  interest 
enterprise  our  country  has  ever  knomi  -  that  of  caring  for  its  needy. 

My  work  as  case  work  supervisor  in  the  administration  of  relief  to  approximately 
1800  cases  in  Marinette  County,  Wisconsin,  is  a  responsibility  which  challenges 
the  best  I  have  to  offer.  daily  contacts  with  folks  from  all  walks  of  life 

present  a  real  study  in  hiiman  relationships. 

The  direct  contacts  I  have  with  the  personal  problems  of  folks  throughout  the 
county  mean  that  I  must  know  or  have  access  to  the  background  of  these  folks  to 
interpret  intelligently  their  difficulties  in  adjusting  to  life  as  they  now  find 
it.  The  subsistence  needs  must  be  met,  of  course,  but  there  ar^  many  other  needs 
which  are  more  important  when  plarining  for  the  rehabilitation  of  a  family.  Ti/hen 
hope  is  gone  and  the  means  of  subsistence  have  been  swept  from  under  one’s  feet 
the  future  looks  very  dark  indeed.  It  takes  more  than  a  grocery  order  to  bring 
a  man  back  to  a  place  where  he  will  again  recognize  himself  as  an  individual  with 
potential  possibilities  and  skill  to  make  a  worth  while  contribution  to  society 
as  a  whole. 


In  remote  areas  of  the  county,  the  case  worker  serves  as  a  tie  between  an  isolated 
family  and  civilization.  When  winter  "sets  in"  -  the  case  worker  may  be  the  only 
human  being  to  contact  the  home  until  the  "spring  thaw."  Often  the  contact  must 
be  made  by  going  through  sections  of  the  woods  on  sno?/shoes.  Or  again  in  a 
crowded  industrial  center  the  case  worker  may  be  the  only  one  to  Ydiom  an  individ¬ 
ual  may  turn  with  his  most  intimate  problems.  The  case  worker  brings  to  the  desti 
tute  -  maintenance,  to  the  sick  -  care,  comfort  to  the  handicapped,  and  hope  to 
the  discouraged.  In  short,  the  case  worker  fans  the  spark  of  independence  until 
it  bursts  into  a  steady  flame  of  endeavor. 


The  new  programs  which  are  being  set  up  at  the  present  time  are  putting  the  idle 
to  work,  caring  for  the  aged,  handicapped  and  helpless,  educating  the  jrouth  of 
America  through  CCC  and  WfA  to  build  for  future  social  security  and  independent 
citizenship,  with  the  ultimate  goal  of  rehabilitating  the  individual  who  has 
tasted  the  bitterness  of  unemployment,  poverty  end  dependency  to  a  more  abundant 
life,  to  a  self  respect  that  recognizes  him  as  an  individual  with  needs  and  emo¬ 
tions  comparable  to  any  other  individual  in  a  community,  and  lastly  to  a  restora¬ 
tion  of  morale,  pride  and  initiative  to  achieve  happiness  which  is  the  individual's 
rightful  heritage. 

Founder  Trainingl  I  consider  it  one  of  my  chief  assets  in  preparation  for  my 
work  in  the  field  of  human  relationships.  The  camp  program  takes  an  individual 
where  it  finds  him,  lifts  him  up  on  a  high  pinnacle  and  shov/s  him  the  possibilities 
vfhich  lie  in  the  land  of  self.  Discovering  those  possibilities,  it  provides  the 
inspiration  and  drive  for  achievement,  not  for  self  alone  but  for  self  in  relation 
with  his  fellow  men.  Based  on  the  life  pattern  of  the  Master  of  Men,  the  Founder 
trained  fellow  or  girl  is  permeated  by  a  philosophy  of  abundant  living  which  seeks 
life  at  its  best.

Lieutenant  Richard  L.  Lodge  -  our  own  Dick  Lodge,  Miniwanca  Pines  '33; 

"It’s  a  great  life  here.  I  have  been  intending  to  write  to  you  for  sometime » 

You  see,  I  am  now  on  duty  with  the  Civilien  Conservation  Corps  in  Arkansas.  I 
examine  my  pay  check  hopefully  each  month  to  see  if  they’ve  decided  to  pay  me 
extra  for  foreign  service  but  apparently  General  Headquarters  has  never  been  in 
Arkansas.  I  am  commanding  officer  of  a  camp  in  the  heart  of  the  Ozark  Mountains 
and  miles  from  anywhere.  It  is  a  forestry  camp  and  the  boys  are  doing  a  great 
work  here  building  roads,  stringing  telephone  lines,  building  fire  towers,  and 
many  other  projects. 

'And  they’re  fine  boys,  too.  Two  hundred  of  them,  all  from  Arkansas,  with  an 
average  age  around  nineteen  or  twenty.  I  often  vmsh,  as  I  watch  them  leaving  for 
a  hard  day's  work,  or  as  I  face  them  in  the  evening,  all  cleaned  up  for  retreat, 
that  in  some  way  they  could  all  be  given  such  an  opportunity  as  IVUniViranca  offers 
young  men  of  their  age.  I  feel  as  though  I  had  the  personal  responsibility  of 
passing  on  to  them  something  of  what  I,  myself,  gained  through  such  an  opportunity. 
And  in  sc  trying,  I  find  that  my  own  work  here  is  materially  lightened. 

V 

I  am  sure  the  Mniwarca  spirit  can  never  be  reproduced  anywhere,  but  in  a  few 
months  we  have  built  up  a  morale  and  a  spirit  here  which,  I  am  sure,  is  rare  in 
any  CCC  camp.  'There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  but  that  five  years  of  Founder 
training  are  principally  responsible  for  v/hatever  success  I  have  had  here. 

The  other  night  I  held  a  Little  Olympic  (just  our  name  for  Beach  Gomes)  between 
my  four  barracks,  and  the  evening  was  a  complete  success.  But  it  isn’t  only  by 
such  superficial  transposition  of  items  or  customs  that  we  are  benefitting.  It 
is  rather  that  by  consciously  and  unconsciously  benefitting  from  the  leadership 
training  received  at  Miniwonca,  I  have  been  able  to  wold  two  hundred  young  men 
into  a  unit  of  which  we  are  all  very  proud.  ''  


”1  had  planned  to  write  to  you  before  this,  but  you  can  probably  sympathize  with 
my  position  here.  It  is  like  a  small  isolated  city.  We  have  to  maintain  light 
and  water  supply  with  our  own  plants,  as  well  as  keep  up  eighteen  building?j.  We 
serve  some  seven  hundred  meals  every  day  and  have  to  make  necessary  purchases. 

We  maintain  a  hospital,  a  library,  a  night  school,  and  a  store,  as  well  as  a 
motor  transport  service  and  a  recreation  hall.  Recreation  and  entertainment  must 
be  provided  continually,  as  well  as  athletic  competition.  Two  hundred  men  must 
be  kept  fully  equipped  with  everything  from  beds  to  shoe-laces.  Payrolls,  book¬ 
keeping,  vouchers,  correspondence,  some  fifty  reports  a  month  and  the  usual 
office  vrork  occupy  considerable  time  ....  and  all  that  doesn’t  begin  to  tell 
the  whole  story.  But  it’s,  great  work  ....  and  as  I  said  in  the  beginning  - 
it’s  a  great  life!"
